Terms of Compromise Before a 
Gathering of 20,000 Workers 
‘Held at Wilkesbarre, 


LITTLE OPPOSITION IS EXPECTED.

Hazleton, Pa., Sept: 29.—[Special.|—The 
@reat anthracite coal strike is practically 
over. President Mitchell of the United Mine 
Workers has been informed of the conces- 
sions the operators are willing to make, and 
has approved of them verbally. He expects 
to leave Hazleton for New York tomorrow to 
gneet the operators on behalf of the 138,000 
striking’ miners to agree formally to the 
terms of settlement. 

The t offered the men are a flat ad- 

wance of 10 per cent In pay and a 5 per cent 
reduction in the price of powder. These con- 
cessions were made known to President 
Mitchell late last night. He was waiting at 
labor headquarters until the conference in 
New. York adjourned. They will be an- 
y, itis stated, on Tuesday. 
. This was declaration made here to- 
night. by a man familiar with the inside 
pecrets' of the. strike during the last few 
Mays. 

After the terms of settlement are an- 
nounced it will still remain for the strike

“Father Ducey to Announce Terms. 
it i» expected Father Ducey of New York 
will arinounce the compromise to the miners. 

A‘ meeting, of .strikers will be held at 
Wilkesbarre next Tuesday afternoon. The 
strike leaders say 20,000 men will be repre- 
sénted. It is expected the men at this meet- 
ing will be delegates from the various unions, 
and that they will then and there formally 
ratify the agreement with the operators. 

‘When asked tonight where the conven- 
tion to pass on the compromise would be 
held one of President Mitchell's Heutenants 
said: “‘At either Scranton or Wilkesbarre; 
certainly not at Hazleton. It will be the big- 
gest gathering of miners this anthracite re- 
gion ever saw.” 

Late this afternoon Mr. Mitchell sent the 
following telegram to Father Ducey: 

“ The Rev. Father Ducey, St. Leo’s Church, 
New York.City: In the name of the United 
Mine Workers of America I invite you to 
speak at a meeting of 20,000 miners at 
Wilkesbarre on Tuesday afternoon, Oct. 2. 

. “Joun M. MITCHELL, 
President United Mihe Workers of America.”’ 

Within the last twenty-four hours the no 
compromise attitude of the strike leaders 
has undergone a marked change. A more 
tolerant tone marked every statement issu- 


ing from labor headquarters during the day. . 


Leaders: Willing to Compromise. 


The first public admission that the organ-\ 


ization would accept less than was at first 
“@emanded was made this afternoon by Na- 
‘tional Organizer Fred Dilcher at an opera- 
house mass-mieeting. Said he: 

“Ignore the 10 per cent advance offered 
you. Keep up the strike. We will not go 
back to work till all our demands, or at least 
some of them, are granted.” 

This is the public admission by a mine 
union official that a compromise would be 
accepted. Of a similar tenor is President 
Mitchell’s statement of yesterday, saying 


» . the 10 per cent advance alone was a great 


victory. 

These utterances are regarded as intended 
to prepare the strikers for the formal an- 
mouncement of the operators’ offer next 
week. Some,of the men who gave up good 
positions to champion the strikers’ cause 
may oppose a settlement, but, as is stated, 
the rank‘and file of the army of idle men will 
be well satisfied. 

Vital Points Are Granted. 

The offer of the operators embrates the two 
most vital points at stake. The price of 
powder has been almost as great an issue 
as the question of pay. Compared to these, 
the other demands of the men were not so im- 


portant. 


In discussing the probable termination of 
the strike, a man familiar with’ conditions 
here said: 

“If the leaders of the strike can secure 
more pay for the men they can well afford to 
let the other issues go. Such a move would 
not hurt the union, while the increased sal- 
aries secured would so strengthen the organ- 
zation that in two years it weuld be in a 
position to demand whatever it desired and 
to enforce its demands, too. But if the 
leaders try to continue this strike it is highly 
Probable many of the men will go back to 
cag That means the end of the union in 

this region.” 
Original Demands of the Men. 

In their demands the miners asked the 
torrection of many evils, the more 
of which were the following: 

“Abolition of the company stores; vedec 
tion in the price of powder to $1,50 a keg; 
abolition of company doctors; semi-monthly 
payment of wages; abolition of the sliding 
Scale; wages paid in cash; 2,240 pounds to 
the-ton;.an advance of 20 per cent in wages 
fess than $1.50 and not exceeding $1.75 a day; 
that all classes of day labor now receiving 
$1.50' and not exceeding $1.75 shall receive 
3 per cent over present wages; that all day 

bor now receiving $1.75 shall be advanced 
0 per cent; that no miner shall have at any’ 

‘ime more than one breast, gang, or other 
“ass of work, and shall get ofly his legal 
thare of cars.”

STOCK BROKERS G0 UNDER 


U. G. PETERS & CO. FAIL AND FILE 
PETITION IN BANKRUPTCY. 


Liabilities, Due to Speculators and In- 


vestors, Are $73,244 and the Assets 
Are Only $2,967 — One Creditor 


of the Heuse—Charles and Ellen M. 
Henrotin Were Formerly Partners, 
but Are Said to Have Retired. | 


The house of U. G. Peters & Co., Chicago 
Stock Exchange, went to the wall yesterday. 
In the morning Chairman Wilkins suspended 
the firm from the floor of the exchange be- 
cause of an unpaid claim that had been filed 
against it. In the afternoon a petition in 
bankruptcy was filed in the United States 
District Court by Ulric G. Peters on behalf 
of the firm. 

The Habilities are scheduled at $73,244, 
while the assets are only $2,967. A charac- 
teristic of the liabilities is that most of them 
are for ‘‘margins deposited for the pur- 
chase of stock.” These represent money 
which has been paid to the firm by its cus- 
tomers to secure their purchases. It is salt 
that in some instances the failure will re- 
sult in affecting the financial condition of 
several of the persons who have been specu- 
lating through these brokers. 

One of the tcreditors, Dr. Charles Bret- 
schinger, urges some concerted action lead- 
ing to prosecution: on the part of those who 
have lost through the failure. Mr. Peters 
is not in the city, and at his office yesterday 
no trace of his whereabouts could be se- 
cured’ 


On the Exchange Ten Years. 
Mr. Peters has been one of the best known 
members of the Stock Exchange and has 


age. The firm was until recently Henrotin 
& Peters and occupied fine offices on the 
ground floor in the Stock Exchange Building, 
north-of and adjoining the main entrance, 
106 La Salle street. Recently, as the re- 
sources of the firm diminished, it took an 
office on the top floor with an another firm of 
brokers. The name has also been changed 
to U. G. Peters & Co. 

Mrs. Ellen M. Henrotin was a partner in 
this latter firm, but withdrew recently. She 
is the wife of Charles Henrotin and is a 
leader in woman’s club work. At present 
she {is one of the Vice Presidents of the Na- 
tional Federation of Women. Charles Hen- 
rotin is the Belgian and Turkish Consul in 
Chicago. 
the firm, and formerly was one of the part- 
ners. 

During the last two weeks Mr. Peters has 
not been in hig office. While hunting game 
near Sycamore, Ill., 
shot in the foot and an amputation was 
necessary.

The head of the firm 
realized some time ago that his speculations 
were not turning out prosperously, and on 


‘itors in the office of his attorney. 


Proposed a Settlement. 
At that time he asked those ‘who 


give four notes aggregating $40,000 and pay- 
able in one, two, three, and four years. 

He said at that time thatif all the creditors 
would sign this agreemient he would be able 
to pay them off gradually, otherwise he 
‘would have to make other arrangements. 
Those who were present signed the agree- 
ment and he promised to secure the signa- 
tures of the remainder of his creditors. Sev- 
eral of those who signed the petition called 
at his office later, but say they could find out 
nothing about whether they were to receive 
any money. Some of them declare that the 
money which they put up for margins was 
not used for the purpose for which it was in- 
tended. It is understood that the stocks 
which were speculated in are Chicago, Rock 
Island and Pacific railroad and People’s Gas- 
light and Coke companies’ shares. 


Petition Filed Late. 

The decision to avail himself of bank- 
ruptcy was reached by Mr. Peters, and ac- 
cordingly the petition was filed yesterday 
afternoon a few minutes before’ the time 
for the closing of the office of the Clerk 
of the Court, by a clerk from the law office 
in which it was prepared. 

Attorney Oliver, Mr. Peters’ legal adviser, 
left the city a short time before and reported 
that he would not return for a couple of 
days. Mr. Peters is also out of the city, 
and those in the office of his attorney claim 
to be ignorant of the whereabouts of either 
of them. 

As far as can be found out none of the 
customers knew that the bankruptcy step 
was to be taken. It was also a surprise to 
members of the Stock Exchange, and Joseph 
R. Wilkins, chairman of the committee and 
Secretary of the exchange, said he had no 
idea the affairs of the firm were in such 
condition, though a claim had been filed 
against it in the morning. : 

“I knew the firm was not in the best of 
condition,” said Mr. Wilkins, “‘ but had no 
ihtimation of the bankruptcy proceedings. 
There was a small claim filed against the 
firm on the floor this morning, but it was 
not thought it would have such an effect.” 


Well Known Creditors. 

Among the creditors of the Peters firm ts 
Thomas 8. Keirnan, secretary of the Lam- 
beau Leather company. He is the largest 
loser, having a claim of nearly $18,000. F.S8. 
Whitman of Elgin has a claim of $16,000. 
Other creditors are: Charles T. Yerkes, 5S. 
A. Burnham, Presidfmt of the Burnham 
Glove company; William A. Lydon, Pres- 
ident of Lydon & Drew; Munson T. Case, J. 
F. Stepina, James R. West, Hugh Huleatt, 
J. C. Loettiel, Thomas Scanian, Peter Miller, 
D. W. O'Connor, Floyd Sherwood, George 
S. Morris, E. A. Roser, William J. Conley, 
and Dr. Charles Bertschinger. 

‘Some of the creditors are urging legal ac- 
tion against Peters. Dr. Bretschinger, who 
lives at 685 West Chicago avenue, says: 
“} believe Peters has used our money for 
speculative purposes of his own. He prob- 
ably expected to win back all that he had lost 
at a single stroke. I believe he could be 
brought into court, and if anybody would 
start the movement I am ready to help start 
criminal proceedings against him. I have 
had a claim against him for some time, but 
recently when I went to his office I was 
unable to find him.”

When Judge Holdom took 
his seat upon the bench and theJjury filed into 
their places silence fell on the courtroom. 

“Gentlemen,” said Judge Holdom, “ have 
you agreed upon a verdict in this case?’’ 

For a moment none of the jury answered. 
Then Foreman Smith, clearing his throat, 
announced that they had not come to an 
agreement. 

** It is impossible weed us to agree, your Hon- 
or,”’ he said. , 

“How does the wets you take stand?” 
asked the Judge. 

** Eleven to one for conviction,” replied the 
foreman. 

“And the one man will not change his 
mind?’’ 

No, sit.” | 

“ Well,” said Judge Holdom, after a mo- 
ment’s consideration, “‘ let the record show 
a disagreenient of thejury. Gentlemen, you 
are discharged.”’ 

Before the jury left the box Judge Holdom 
said he understood that one juror had tazen 
notes of what/happened inthe juryroom. He 
asked what juror it was. Ettinger fumbled 
in his pocket and produced some notes. 
Bailiff Brdinard took them and was ordered 
to destroy them. 


Juror Ettinger’s Contention. 

The main point of contention was over the 
issue as to whether the act and the intent 
to commit a crime were in unison when the 
defendant, as alleged, shipped the grain 
mentioned in the indictment. Juror Ettin- 
ger took'the stand from the start that if the 
act and the intent must be in unison two 
persons must be concerned. __. 

“ The word ‘ unison,’’’ sald Mr. wttingor, 
“clearly shows that two persons must be 
implicated in the commission of a crime. 
A man cannot be in ‘ unison’ with himself.”’ 

Taking this position the juror refysed to 
recede. Argument after argument was tried 
upon him without avail. Although of slight 
build, weighing not more than 123 pounds, 
he was not affected after hours and hours 
of labor on the part of the other jurors, and 
the two sleepless nights he spent in the jury 
and court rooms failed to break his spirits. 

The one moment when his convictions 
hung in the balance was shortly before the 
transcript of the evidence was called for, 
and on the tenth vote. Thea it was that 
with eleven votes in the hat Ettinger ad- 
vanced, held a ballot of *‘ guilty ’’ over the 
hat, but could not bring himself to drop it in. 

** Juror Ettinger was firm in his conviction 
from the start,’’ said Foreman Smith. “I 
‘would not say that his stand was that of a 
firm man, but rather that of one of strong 
conviction, in which he thoroughly believed, 
and for his cons¢lence’s sake could not bring 
himself to change it. The other members of 
the jury considered his stand nonsensical. 
We could see neither logic nor reason in it, 
but we could not shake him from his posi- 
tion. I do not believe he ever would have 
changed his mind.”’ 


Ettinger Has a Rough Experience. 

- Ettingér had a rough experience in leaving 
tne Criminal Court Building. He was sur- 
rounded by a dozen friends and about twenty 
fdllowers of uctoyd J. Smith. As soon as he 
reached the sidewalk he was pushed across 
the street. He was asked about his experi- 
ences in the juryroom. 

** No man ever suffered like I did,” was his 
reply. “If a man tries to stand up for his 
principle that is what he gets.’’

Seven thousand people fought their way 
into the Coliseum last niy;ht to listen to ex- 
Congressman Bourke Cockran of New York 
defend William Jennings Bryan, while 3,000 
more thronged the street outside, marching 
‘up and down to the music of a band or gath- 
ered in a crowd at the doors, where scores of 
women and men were crushed until) they 
fainted. 
| Two hundred police were summoned from 

the Harrison street, Cottage Grove avenue, 
and ‘Twenty-second street stations to con- 
trol the unruly mass. Their efforts were 
futile, the crowd packing the sidewalk and 
forcing its way through the doors in a des- 
perate endeavor to effect an entrance. 

Street car traffic was impeded. Marching 
clubs for whom sections had been reserved 
found it impossible to pass the throng. Hun- 
dreds of members of the Young Democ- 
racy and the Cook County mocracy 
Marching clubs entered the crush only to 
realize the desperate temper of the crowd 
and abandon their attempt to get through. 


i Burke Pulls Cockran In. 
fle trying to shield Mr. Cockran, Mayor 
Harrison, Judge M. F. Tuley, and os a 
Edward F. Dunne, whom they had escorted 
to the Coliseum, the Cook County Marching 
club received the brunt of the attack.

It landed 
on the collar of Mr. Cockran, and the dis- 
tinguished visitor was pulled from the 
crowd, which did not realize it was crushing 
the speaker of the evening. The entrance of 
‘Mayor Harrison and Judges Tuley and Dunne 
was equally undignified. Senator James K. 
Jones and his wife appeared and suffered a 
similar experience, much to the disgust of 
the Arkansan.

Every Seat Taken Early. 

Long before 8 o'clock every seat in the 
immense building was taken. This Induced 
the police to try to keep out the great crowd 
waiting in the street. It was useless. For 
forty minutes the 200 policemen kept the 
crowd at bay. Then they gave out and at- 
tempted to pass those nearest them through 
the entrance. This made the remainder 
angry and a second onslaught was the re- 

‘sult. The cheers that greeted Mr. Cockran 
when he was introduced by May®dr Harrison 
penetrated to them at this time. Hundreds 
pushed their way through and entered the 
building, regardless of the fainting women 
and children who had sought to hear the 
speaker. 

Inside the building the audience had little 
relief. The din outside, the constant mov- 
ing of the crowd which was forcing its way 
fn made it impossible to hear anything. 
Mayor Harrison arose to introduce the 
speaker, but his brief Speech was unintelli- 
gible to auditors forty feet distant. 


Crowd Continues to Move. 

More was expected of Mr. Cockran, but 
those standing or sitting on the west side of 
the building could not hear.him at all. The 
throng insisted on moving, and half of the 
address of the speaker was made before 
the crowd ceased to enter the building. By 
that time the aisles were filled and the dis- 
comfort of the spectators was as great al- 
most as it had been when they were trying 
to force a passage through the doors. 

It was a jumble of discontents, who talked 
and moved about regardless of the rights 
or desires of others. Finding it impossible 
to hear, the crowd in the rear left their seats 
and pushed forward in the galleries or, the 
aisles down-stairs. Before the meeting end- 
ed thousands had left the building in disgust, 
many not having heard a word of the entire 
address. 

Mayor Harrison presided.. On the plat- 
form with him were Judges M. F. Tuley, 
Judge Baker, Judge Edward F. Dunne, ex- 
Gov.

Capitalists from West Meet in Chicago 
to Consider Plans—W. A. Clark to 
Be at Head and Capital of Twenty- 
five Million Dollars Proposed. 


At a meeting of capitalists from Western 
cities held in the Auditorium Annex yes- 
terday afternoon plans were completed for 
the organization ofa railroad enterprise 
which is to connect Salt Lake City, Utah, 
with Los Angeles, Cal. The corporation is 
to be launched with a capital-of $25,000,000 
and W. A. Clark of Montana ds to be its 
head. 

Several members of the Los Angeles and 
St. Louis delegations who had come to Chi- 
cago to attend the meeting left in the after- 
noon on the Northwestern road for Salt 
Lake City to inspect the ground. In the 
party were: W. A. Clark. his brother, J.

The Illinois Steel company’s plant at 
Joliet, Ill., shut down yesterday, and 1,200 
men were thrown out of work for an in- 
definite period. “The rod mills closed at noon 
and by midnight work had ceased in nearly 
all the other mills of the plant. 

According to the statement of E. J. Buf- 
fington, President of the company, the clos- 
ing of the plant was caused by lack of orders. 
The company’s customers have stopped mak- 
ing large purchases pending the result of 
the Presidential election. 

It is possible that other mills operated by 
the company in Chicago and. Milwaukee 
may be closed. But whether such a course 
is to be pursued or when the shutdown of 


other plants will take place, the official de- 


clined to state. | 

The steel industry, like many other classes 
of manufacturing interests, depends for its 
future on the reélection of President Mc- 
Kinley. Several manufacturers In this State 
are now in possession of orders which in- 
clude the clause that they are to be filled 
only in case of the success of the Repub- 
lican Presidential ticket this fall.. President 
Buffington, however, would not talk on this 
subject. Barly in the day he prepared a 
statement which he gave out to the press, 
and insisted that beyond its contents he had 
nothing further to say. 

The statement is as follows: 

“We have shut down our Joliet mills for 
lack of orders. Possibly we shall be com- 
pelled to shut down other mills within the 
next ten days for the same reason, although 
we hope to continue most of our mills in op- 
eration. As the Presidential election ap- 
proaches many of our best customers are 
postponing purchases, for the ‘reason, as 
they state, they wish to wait until they are 
certain of the result of the wm before 
placing large orders. 

“EB. J. BurrinoTon, President.” 

“ Will you say when the Joliet plant will 
resume operations?” President 

“No, I cannot give any. . information on 
that subject,” was his reply. . 

The large force, usually aggregating 1,500 


in hopes that the mills could be kept run- 
ning with the smaller number ofmen. The 
shutdown will not affect those employed 
in the blast furnaces or” merchant ‘mill,, 
where several hundred men will continue to 
work. The following official detailed state- 
ment was made of the men affected: Con- 
verter, 360; billet mill, 340; rod mills, .270; 
total, 970. Local officials declare that the 
order was warranted by business conditions 
and said there was no attempt_to influence 
the political action of the several thousand 
employés who generally depend upon mill 
work for a living. 

It is not thought likely that the closing of 
the [Illinois company’s plant will.affect the 
Joliet mills of he American Steel and Wire 
company. 

The Illinois company operates, in addition 
to the mills at Joliet, the South Chicago 
mills, known as the Union mills, the North 
Chicago mills, and the Milwaukee plant.

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MONEY LOSSES 
CAUSE SUICIDE. 


W. T. Casgrain Made De- 
spondeént by Failure to Raise 


ONCE A WEALTHY MAN. 


Defalcations of Theodore Schintz 
and Speculations Dissipate 
Large Fortune. 


ILLNESS ADDS TO TROUBLE. 


The failure to raise $100 on the last part 
of a large fortune caused the suicide of W. 
T. Casgrain at the Hotel La Vita on Friday 
afternoon. For several years misfortune in 
financial affairs had followed the one-time 
wealthy civil engineer. Through the de- 
falcations of Theodore Schintz Mr. Cas- 
grain is said to have sustained a loss of over 
$35,000. This was but the precursor of many 


other losses that crowded closely upon the 


engineer, and the recent loss of $2,000 in 
speculation in Fort Wayne and upon the 
Chicago Board of Trade left him practically 
penniless. 
One year ago Mr. Casgrain was employed 
by James Steward & Co. of St. Louis, who 
had been awarded the contract for the erec- 
tion of the rthouse at Fort Wayne, Ind., 
to assume charge of the decorative and en- 
gineering work of the structure. The money 
earned by the work was lost in speculation, 
and a bill for $400°for extra work, which 
was submitted by him, was objected to by 
the: contractors. 


Told Lawyer of Intention. 


One week ago Mr. Casgrain called at the 
office of his attorney, Samuel Zuckermann, 
115 ._Dearborn street, and made an effort to. 
raise $100 on a property interest he heid in 
forty-five lots in Rogers Park. The effort 
was unsuccessful, and as he bade his at- 
torney good-by Mr. Casgrain told him to 
look after his papers in the event of any- 
tihng happening to himself. 

Mr. Zuckermann was deeply moved when 
he spoke of the affair last evening. 

“T asked him what he meant,”’ said the 
attorney, *“‘ and he told me that he was feel- 
ing ill, and that fact, combined with his 
financial condition, might cause him to end 
his life. I endeavored to dissuade him and 
told him that we might hear something 
favorable from the St. Louis contractors in 
a few days. He shook my hand, and, say- 
ing he might see me again, departed. The 
day of his suicide I received a letter from 
the firm of James Steward & Co. disallow- 
ing his claim. I have no doubt he received a 
similar letter, and that it was the final blow. 
Mr. Casgrain had been making an earnest ef- 
fort to secure employment and had been 
promised a position in the near future. 

“While he told me that he needed the 
money td e him over until that period, I 
had no idea that his needs were so pressing. | 
I had offered to let him have some money a 
few weeks ago, but he stated that he did not 
need it. Mr, Casgrain, while unfortunate, 
was a cultured gentleman, and I was greatly 
affected by the news of his death.”

R. A. Neale, 308 Chicago avenue, who ha’ 
been his physician for many yearss Upon 
his return to this city he had called at the 
former residence of Dr. Neale, who had 
moved in the interval to La Salle avenue 
and Division street. He was unable to find 
the family, and the card of the physician, 
with five cents and the account book, were 
the only articles found is his pockets. The 
body was identified by Dr. Neale. 

Had Long Been Sick. 

“While deeply grieved, I was not greatly 
surprised by the news,” said Dr. Neale. 
“ Mr. Casgrain, in addition to being despand- 
ent over financial matters, has been a sick 
man for many months. Last year he was 
compelled to go into bankruptcy. His Ha-

President Mitchell announced tonight that 
2,000 men, employed in the various Panther 
Creek Valley mines, had joined the strik- 
ers’ ranks, swelling the total to 128,000, out 
— “ total of 142,000 miners in the anthracite 

The Markle employés at Jeddo tonight sent 
word to the firm that arbitration was not 
to be further considered. So many of the 
employés of that firm, in its five mines near 
Hazleton, have joined the strikers that they 
concluded there was no further advantage 
to be obtained by their old agreement that 
the men would continte at work pending ar- 
bitration of their grievances. | 

Barly this morning a dynamite cartridge 
was lodged in a miners’ boarding-house in 
the outskirts of Hazleton. No one was 
hurt. William Shelalla, the owner of the 
house, and his boarders had continued at 
work despite the efforts of the strikers to 
induce them to stop. The local police are 
working on the theory that the dynamite 
was exploded by strikers, but have no clew 
to the guilty men. — 

President Mitchell said today his telegram 
to the soft coal region of central Pennsy!l- 
vania, requesting mine-workers there not 
to load coal cars which are destined for the 
anthracite coal market, has had the desired 
effect. 

He said the number of coal cars going 
into the bituminous field had greatly> in- 
creased, which, with other information, was 
what led him to take the action he did. 

Troops Will Be Withdrawn. 

Shenandoah, Pa., Sept. 29.—General Gobin, 
Sheriff Toole, and representatives of the 
mine operators held a conference today rela- 
tive to the withdrawal of the troops. The 
meeting was held at the solicitation of Gen- 
eral Gobin, who said he did not believe the 
presence of the troops necessary, since there 
is absolutely no indication of violence on 
the strikers’ part; with the additional fact 
that this district is completely tied up. 

Those who atended the conference besides 
General Gobin were Sheriff Toole, General 
Manager R. C. Luther of the Philadelphia 
and Reading Coal and Iron company, Super- 
-Intendent Thomas D. Jones, representing the 
Mill Creek Coal company; D. W. Kearcher, 
representing the Girard estate; Borough So- 
licitor M. M. Burke, Edward B. Hunter, 
Superintendent Thomas Baird of the Thomas 
Coal company, Mahlon Gerber, representing 
Seamon & Gerber, operators of the Furnace 
colliery at Gilberton and the Greenwood col- 
liery at Tamaqua; Superintendent Osmond 
Rickért and Daniel Ogden of the Lehigh 
Valley Coal company, Superintendent Ed- 
ward Reese, representing Lentz & Co.; Reb- 
ert A. Quin of William Penn, representing 
the Susquehanna Coal company; and Captain 
Danie! Chri n of the Coal and Iron Police. 

The operators were undecided as to whether 
the troops should be ordered home or kept 
here several daysionger.

Reading Company Pays 

Mine workers in this section received their 
semi-monthly pay today and it is 
estimated the Reading company paid 
out $75,000. A circular printed in Lith- 
uanian and Polish was distributed tonight 
by the Executive committee of the United 
Mine Workers’ local branch, It announced 
the fact that this is pay day and advised the 
strikers to stay at home and refrain from 
drinking intoxicants, in order to avoid any 
possible disturbance. 

Operators Meet in Secret. 

Wilkesbarre, Pa., Sept. 20.—E. E. Loomis 
of the Lackawanna Coal company and Ed- 
ward A. Rose of the Delaware Hudson 
company came to this city tonight from 
Scranton and were closeted for a long time 
with some of the general superintendents 
of the companies operating collieries in this 
section. General Superintendent W. A. La- 
throp of the Lehigh Valley company left 
town today. At the office of the company 
it was stajed that it was not known where 
he had gone, but it is believed he made a 
flying trip to New York. There is little 
doubt the men will agree to the operators’ 
proposition, as Mr. Mitchell has already 
told one of the leaders of the miners’ union 
in Luzerne County that he would allow no 
technicality to stand in the way of a settle- 
ment of the strike; that he was not looking 


that the operators do the fair thing by the 
strikers. 
Urge Miners Not to Give In. 

Scranton, Pa., Sept. 29.—[Special.Jj—In a 
statement issued from the headquarters of 
District No. 1 of the United Mine Workers 
the members of the Executive board say 
they have received no proposition from the 
operators looking to a settlement of the 
strike, and they urge the men to stand to- 
gether until a victory on every point is won. 
They say a fixed price must be put on every 
kind of work, coal must be weighed at the 
legal rate of 2,240 pounds to the ton, powder 
reduced to $1 a keg, or the miners permitted 
to buy it where they please, and semi-month- 
ly paydays established before the strike can 
be ended.

New York, Sept. 20.—[Special.J—As the 
ult of a conference held in this city today 
there may bea strike of the tinplate industry 
‘that will paralyze the trade throughout the 
whole of the United States. Should such a 
strike be ordered 250,000 workmen, all that 
are engaged in the trade, will be called out. 
The conference was held in the offices of 
the American Tinplate company, and lasted 
until 8 o'clock tonight. There were present 
a dozen members of the Tin Workers’ asso- 
ciation of America, with President George 
Powell and Secretary Charles E. Lawyer at 
their head.

IDLING BY PLATE 


POSE MAY BRING REFORM. 


Talk of Reorganising Departments to 
Cenform with Reduced Appropria- 
tions — Sewer Inspectors Admit 
Detng Nothing to Earn Their Sal- 
aries but Report Each Day, Thus 
Receiving Good Marks Under Ela’s 
Efficiency Record System. 


Disclosures of idling on, the party of city 
employés may result in the reorganisation 
of several departments. Revelations were 
made in the trial of the Board of Loca] Im- 
provements before the Civil Service commis- 
sion, and substantiated by the admissions of 
employés, which indicated a plan of re- 
construction for several bureaus. It was 
revealed that men are on the city pay-rolls 
of the city who do not consider it necessary 
to render services for the salaries whith 
they draw. The suggestion has presented 
itself’ that the city may find relief from the 
the 
discharge of such employés. : 

Aside from the possibility that the verdict 
of the Civil Service commission may sustain 
the general charges against the board and 
effect the removal of some officials, the testi- 
mony given during the hearings has revealed 
abuses which were not included in the ac- 
cusations. 


Ample Opportunity for Idling. 
Opportunity for idling, it has been shown, 
is given by the methods in the department 
of sewers and other bureaus. It is open 
to the men who are detailed on inspection 
throughout the city. Admissions by in- 
spectors on the stand disclosed the fact

This 
information comes from Consul Generai 
Goodnow at Bhangiial; Who received from 
Sheng, the Chinese Director of Railways 
and Telegraphs, a decree of the Emperor 


and Empress, dated Tafgnan, Sept. 25, in 


which they Diame their Ministers for cn- 
couraging the Boxers. — | 

The edict déclares four Princes have been 
degraded and that Prinee Tuan has been 
deprived of his salary and official services, 
and that he willbe brought to trial. 

This, of course, is encouraging, but as 
Prince Tuah, is still invoffice, according to 
these advices, matters. are not as satis- 
factory as théy might be. There is a unan- 
imous opinion among the nations interested 
in China that_Prince Tuan is the chief con- 
spirator and that an Honest investigation 
into the causés that led up to the riots will 
fix the guilt upon the Prince. 

The United States, as well as the other 

. powers, will insist upon an honest investi- 
gation and will not be satisfied with a white- 
washing process. Neither will the powers 
be satisfied with depriving some of the high 
officials of their peacock feathers or taking 
their yellow jackets from them, as is usually 
done in China when some official has offen:- 
ed the Emperor or Bmpress. 

Before the powers are pacified those who 
are responsible for the outrages must be 
subjected to genuine punishment, and unless 
the absolute proof of the innocence of Prince 
Tuan is established there Will be no mod- 
ification in the demand for his punishment. 


Makeup of Clan Court.

Washington, D. C., Sept. 20.—The imperial 
clan court is the supreme judicial tribunal 
of China and ts the only one having juris- 
. diction over the members of the imperial 


family. It is presided over by Prince Li, with | 
the well known Prince Ching as first Vice 


President. 


Prince Li ids the first of the eight princely 


families of China, and is regarded as friendly 
to the progressive element. The attitude of 
Prince Ching has been-notable throughout

steadfastly to fight any government or party 
not committed against imperialism and war 
under any circumstances. -

There come 
times, however, when the patriotic citizen 
is compelled to consider whether he shall 
withhold -his support from his party and 
either refrain from voting or vote with the 
party which he has usually opposed.

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TINE LIMIT FOR PASTORS 


MATTER TO BE 
RIVER 


Plan of Methodists Opposed to Abroga- 
tion of 014 Rule Is to Adopt Regula- 
tions Which Practically Will Bring 
Back the Three-Year Term, with 
Possibility of Extending Pastorates 
in Special Cases—More Changes Are 
Looked For than Formerly. 


The. time limit of pastorates, although 
abolished by the General Conference of the 
Methodist Church which met in May, prob- 
ably will be the principal bone of contention 
in the sessions of the Rock River conference, 
which opens at the Garfield Park Church on 
Wednesday. The new plan of those op 
to the removal of the time limit fs to adopt 
a rule of administration which practically 
will bring! back the old three-year limit, with 
the possibility in special cases of extending 
the pastorates indefinitely. Presiding Elders 
W. H. Holmes and F. H. Hardin are both of 
the opinion that some action will be taken 
to prevent a abandonment of the 
itinerary plan. 

There will be sufficient grounds for a con-~- 
sideration of the question, as there are a 
large number of pastors in the conference 
who will reach the five-year limit. In many 
instances the congregations have called 
them to a further term, and it remains with 
the Bishops and Elders to determine whether 
the requests shall be granted. It is known 
that many of the Bishops were opposed to 
removing the five-year limit, and if they see 
fit by refusing to make appointments they 
can still make it operative. .

Looks for More Changes. . ! 

* Notwithstanding the fact that these men 
have nearly all been asked to return,” said 
Presiding Elder Holmes, ‘“‘I believe there 
will be more changes under the new rule 
than before.

pastor another year until he had finished the 
five years had it not been for the indefinite 
extension of the pastorate. For this reason 
they decided to c e this year instead of 
next. There will be y similar cases. 

ar changes which would have been 
made will not be made. As a general rule 
five years is as long as a.pastor should re- 
main‘in a charge. The Methodist ministers 
need not complain, for their moving ex- 
penses are paid. A Methodist minister is 
better off on a salary of $1,500 than one in 
another denomination at $2,500. The salary 
of the Methodist minister never stops.. The 
other minister may spend six months every 
now and then looking for a new charge. A 
Presbyterian said to me recently that 
he believed we had made a mistake in remov- 
ing the five year limit. ‘ You keep a pas- 
tor five years,’ he said, ‘ while we have had 
four in the last seven'years, and been much 
of the time without one.’ ’’ 


Elder Hardin’s View. 


“The Methodist church will go right on 
in the same old way,’’ said Presiding Bider 
Hardin of the Rockford district. “I be- 
lieve we will adopt some rule of adminis- 
tration which will make it the practice to 
change the pastors every three years. Then 
with the action of the general conference 
removing the absolute limit from the disci- 
pline, the Bishops will be. free to leave a 
man as long as they see special reason for 
it. The Bishops are generally opposed to 
the removal of the limit and there will con- 
sequently be a tendency to make appoint- 
ments requiring a change of pastorates as 
often as once in five years.’’ .

torney, died suddenly at his residence in 


Brooklyn tonight. 
T. G. Death followed a sur- 


gical operation. Mr. 


in Birmingham, Eng- 

land, in 1884, and re- 
moved with his parents to America in 1844, 
settling in New York. He became a resident 
of Brooklyn in 1857 and Was ad- 
mitted to the ar in 1859. He 
later formed a law partnership with David 
Dudley Field, and the firm took a leading 
place in New York City. His originality in 
devising new and more effective methods in 
litigation at first subjected him: to much 
criticism, but these methods were always 
copied by the oppgsition counsel. 

In 1874 Mr. Shearman formed a partner- 
ship-with John W: Sterling, and the firm en- 
‘joyed an unusual degree of prosperity. For 
more than two years, at this time, Mr. Shear- 
man's energies were devoted to a defense of 
his friend, the Rev. Dr. Henry Ward. 
Beecher, agafnst a combination of personal 
_ ehemies, hostile journals, and antagonistic 
Seéclesiastical brethren. The trial of one of 
these cases in the civil courts occupied more 
than six months; the preliminary proceedings 
three months, and the church councils and 
conferences several months more. Mr. Shear- 
man’s arduous work was well repaid; he saw 
his friend close his life, reverenced and be- 
loved, and knew that he had had a large 
share in bringing about these conditions.

This implies that 
men coming forward must have a certain 
amount of spare cash. It naturally follows 
that constituencies look to members or 
would-be members to help them in little ways 
between times, so a curious kind of bribery 
throughout the 
length and breadth of the land, under which 
rich individuais systematically nurse bor- 
oughs or rural constituencies made up of 
large numbers of poor voters.

CHURCHILL MAY BE DEFEATED. 


War Record Fails to Prove the Magic 
, Talisman to Capture a Seat

Gold Imports Give Relief.

With any de- 
cided increase in interest rates or any indi- 
cation of a stringency in the money market 
it is not improbable that the banks of 
New York would draw on their balances 
‘abtoad.

af surprise if the United States should gain 
in gold holdings through imports from 
London, Paris, and Berlin, or from which- 
ever city imports could be most easily ar- 
ranged. 

There has been a distinct change in sen- 
timent regarding the political outlook in 
Wall street during the present week. While 
there has never been any Bryan sentiment 
in the street there has been a fear enter-. 
tained by many that Rpublican apathy might 
result in a Democratic victory. Talk of 
this sort is now practically at an end. 
One can walk from one end of the financial 
district to the other, explore side streets, 
and hunt office buildings through, without 
finding a baket’s dozen who are willing to 
risk an opinion that McKinley will be de- 
feated.

NEW QUARTER: MILE HARK GATHERING OF 


‘LONG MAKES" SENSATIONAL 


AT TRAVERS ISLAND. 


Breaks Meyers’ Record of 440 Yards 


Dash by Almost a Second, Covering 
the Distance in 47 4-5 Seconds — Two 
Other World's Records Are Lowered 
in the 100 Yards Swimming and 
Hammer Throwing to 


New York, Sept. 29.—[ Special. }—Three 
world records, one of which had stood“for 
nineteen years, were ken at Travers Is- 
land today.. Two of these records were held 
by the men who bettered their previous per- 
formances today. They were the 100-yard 
swim, made by E. C. Schaefer of the New 
York Athletic club, in 1:05%. and throwing 
the sixteen-pound hammer by John Flana- 
gan, 169 feet 4 inches. 

But the great performance was that of 
Maxwell W. Long of the New York Athletic 
club, who ran a quarter of a mile in :47%. 
Lon Meyers, of sprinting fame, set a mark 
for the quarter mile in 1881. On Oct. 15 of 
that year he ran the distance on a circular 
track in Philadlephia in :48%. Every sprint- 
er of prominence since that time has triéd to 
beat it, but the record of the old-timer stood 
the test. ~ 

Meyers’ record was not absolutely the fast- 
est quarter of a mile ever run, neither, in- 
deed, is Long’s, for at Boston on a straight 
track and against time, W. Baker ran ‘t in 
47% on July 1, 1886. That performance, re- 
markable in itself, was fairly outdone today. 

Long started from scratch. In front of 
him, ranging in distance from five to twenty- 
five yards, were the speediest quarter-mile 
runners in the Metropolitan district. Within 
three seconds after the crack of the pistol | 
Long was in his stride; step by step he gained | 
on the fi¥ing bunch in front of him. On the 
backstretch he took a position on the outer 
rail and simply ran around the strugglers. 
His speed seemed to increase at every Jump 
and by the time the third turn was reached 
only two men were in front. They, were 
Sayles and Holbrook. Long had to run ‘yards 
further than they to get in-front. But he 

did it. 

Half the men in the race dropped out a 
hundred ‘yards from the end to watch Long 
finish and as he broke the tape tremendous 
cheefs rose from the 5,000 spectators. He 
had broken the record by almost a second. 
One timer caught him at :47%, the other two 
in :47 

A race has been arranged for next Tuesday 
ona straightaway track, at which time Long 
will try for Baker's record of :47%. 

In the hammer throw Flanagan threw four 
times without success; but on the fifth at- 
tempt the hammer landed 169 feet 4 inches, a 
distance greater than most men could throw 
a baseball. The other track, field, and swim- 
ming events were well contested.

Focused on Chicago Club’s 
Links This Week. _

OVER SIXTY TO COMPETE. 


Open Championship of the United 
States Assumes an Inter- 
national Aspect. 


SECOND TIME AT WHEATON. 


This week the eyes of thé golfing world 
will be focused on Wheaton, where on Thurs- 
day ard Friday the sixth annual open golf 
championship of the United ges will be 


held. 

On the links of the Chicago Golf club will 
gather the cream of the professional talent 
of the countfy, with a small number of ama- 
teurs. Such a gathering is in itself a notable 
affair, but the coming tournament is to be 
made more notable by the presence of the 
two greatest golfers in the world. For some 
time past the large army of golf enthusiasts 
has been awaiting a meeting between J. H. 
Taylor, the open champion of Great Britain, 
and Harry Vardon, the ex-champion. At 
last they are to.be satisfied, for both these 
golfing luminaries ggadoa sent in their entries 
for the tournament, and, barring accidents, 


Their appearance in the tournament gives 
it an international tinge, and thousands of 
golfers on the other side of the water will 
await eagerly the outcome of their doings. 

It will without doubt be the greatest golf- 
ing eventever held in this country. Of 
Harry Vardon it may be said: *“ He came, 
he saw, he conquered,”’ In the Hast, West, 
and’ South he has displayed his wonderful 
skill to thousands of aspiring golfers, and 
now that they have seen him they would 
like to see the man who beat him. This treat 
has been reserved for Chicagoans. Since the 
arrival of Taylor in this country many ef- 
forts have been made to get the two great 
players together, but the open champion has 
steadfastly refused all offers. 


‘Meeting of the Experts. 

The open championship of the United 
States is an honor that neither man could 
afford to overlook, however, and so the long 
desired meeting is at last to take place. 

Out on the moors at Wheaton the two 
great experts will repeat their contests of 
this and previous years fought on Scotch and 
English courses, where, between them, they 
have accounted for the British championship 

six times in the last seven years. Taylor 
won in 1894, 1895, and 1900, Vardon being 
the successful man in 1896, 1898, and 1899. 
Vardon needs but little introduction to the 
golfers of Chicago, having been seen in 
matches at Wheaton, Midlothian, and Glen 
View.

and for some time it was feared h¢@ would 
have a monopoly on the championship. Then 
came Taylor to show that the man from the 


‘Island of Jersey was not invincible. 


e open champion was born in England 
thifty years ago, and learned his golf on the 
links of the Westward Ho club in Devon- 
shire. American golfers who have had a 
chance to compare the styles of the two 
great players seem to favor Vardon, and are 
not slow in predicting that he will win in 
the coming tournament. 

Golfers have come and gone, but none 
could play the game more skillfully than the 
two men who will assail the records of the 
Wheaton course ‘on Thursday and Friday. 
Columns might be written about the styles 
of the champion and ex-champion, but a 


visit to the course will better repay the. 


golfer seeking instruction than chapters of 
written matter. There can be seen the play- 
ers who are almost as consistent as bogey, 
and to whom the Colonel has oft bowed his 
head in token of defeat. 


Sixty-three Candidates in All. 

While descanting on the merits of the two 
illustrious visitors the sixty-one other in- 
tending competitors must not be forgotten. 
Last year the field at Baltimore was ad- 
mittedly the best in the history of the open 
championship of this country, This year, 
apart from the entries of Vardon and Taylor, 
the fleld is fully as good. 

The Wheaton course is far superior to the 
Baltimore course, and, favored by. fine 
weather, the championship will undoubtedly 
be the biggest thing of its kind ever held in 
this country. All the prominent local pro- 
fessionals have entered, and no city can boast 
of a stronger contingent of players. 

Three times in five years has the open 
championship been brought to Chicago. In 
Willie Smith, David Bell, Alec Smith, Harry 
Turpie, Fred Herd, Willie Anderson, and Jim. 
Foulis, the local clubs will have a strong 
representation. Nearly all the Eastern ex- 
perts will be present, the most notable ab- 
sentees of note being Bernard Nichols, the 
player who defeated Vardon at Ormonde, | 
Fla., last February; Willie Tucker, and | 
Willie Dunn. The absence of Amateur 
Champion Travis is to be regretted, as is 
the absence of any Bastern amateur of note. 

Seven Chicago amateurs, C. B, Macdonald, 
William Waller, Walter B.. Smith, William 


h Holabird Jr., Hugo Johnstone, John Stuart, 


and Walter BE. Egan, add interest to the tour- 
nament. On the form he displayed last week 
in the Western amateur championship Wal- 
ter B. Smith will undoubtedly be somewhere 
near the head of the amateurs, and below 
below him will be found many of the pro- 
fessionals. 

Go B. Macdonald has many times showed 
his skill as a medal player, and his knowl- 
edge of the Wheaton course will stand him 
in good stead. All the other amateurs can 
be looked upon for good scores, although the 
seventy-two hole route is long and trying. 
Several home-bred professionals have en- 
tered, and their work will be watched with 
interest.

Willie Smith, the present champion, is 
professional at the Midlothiah Country club 
and is one of the most popular players that 
have held the title. He is undoubtedly one 
of the most consistent players in the coun- 
try. His victory at Baltimore last year ovér 
the large field opposed to him was a clever 
piece of work, and there is little doubt he 


will be well up in the running. Among those 


who finished well up last year were Willie 
Anderson, Lawrence aAuchterlonie, Alec 
Smith, W. H. Way, George Low, Val Fitz- 
john, Jack Park, John Reid, Horace T. Raw- 
lings; and H. Gullane, all of whom are en- 
tered. 

Hutchinson Playing Strongly. 

Reports from the East are to the effect 

that Tom Hutchinson is playing a great 
game and is likely to push both Taylor and 
Vardon hard. While Vardon and Taylor are 
the stars, many of the home players are not 
far behind, and should it be the good fortune 
of some resident player to nose out the two 
Britishers, fame will be his for years to 
come. 
The Chicago club is the first in the country 
to have: the honor of twice having the open 
championship played over its course. The 
first was held in 1897, in conjunction with 
the amateur championship. It was a suc- 
cess in every way,*and at the conclusion 
Secretary Robert Bage Kerr said: 

“ When we can get together sixty young 
men of the best families of the United 
States at this stage of the game, what can 
we have in three more years, for, as you are 
eware, this is our third meeting, but the

These words, though referring salute to 
the amateurs, were'prophetic, for the play- 
ers from the other side are here and will 
surely try out the home talent. - 


Putting the Course in Shape. 


The officials of the Chicago Golf club are 
sparing no effort to make the*championship 
a success. The players will assuredly be 
there, and, next to them, a high class coursé 
is essential. A large force of men has been 
at work on the links, and only bad weather 
= prevent some remarkable scores being 
made, 

The open championship is played for only 
on the links of a club which is an associate 
member of the United States Golf associa- 
tion, and in making the annual selection due 
consideration is given to the accessibility 
and desirability of the course. The associate 
members number twenty-four clubs, of 
which four are recognized as. distinctly Chi- 
cago organizations. These are the Onwent- 
sia club, Washington Park club, Midlothian 
Country club, and the Chicago Golf club. 
The last named so far has been the only one 
honored with the annual tournament for the 
open championship. That the distinction 
should be conferred twice on the course at 
Wheaton speaks volumes in its favor, but 
ls no more than it deserves, for it is ad- 
mittedly the best golf course in the Wést, and 
has no superior and few equals in the Hast. 

The Chicage Golf club’s members are 
proud of their links, and justly so, for it is 
a daily witness to their good judgment and 
liberality. Many sites within reach of Chi- 
cago were carefully inspected before the 
rolling downs on which was laid out the 
course for this year’s open championship 
were decided upon. That the decision wasa 
good one, all expert golfers who have played 
the course avow, but though nature had 
done much, a liberal outlay of funds accom- 
plished more, with the result that the Chi- 
cago Golf club has a fine-looking and a real 
course of eighteen holes laid out Ina stretch 
of scenery which reminds one of a bit of 
Surrey. 

Good Golf Is Rewarded. 


It is a good wholesome course to play over, 
one that rewards good golf and punishes 
bad strokes. That is why it is called a real 
golf course, and that ila where it differs from 
so many courses which in themselves do 
much towards equalizing all kinds of play, 
good, bad, and indifferent. Filukey play 
will not win on the Wheaton course, 
which simply demands good and consistent 
golf to accomplish a low score, for such a 
route as competitors for the championship 
are called upon to go. 

It is no light strain upon nerve, brain, and 
muscle to play for the open championship 
of the United States, and whoever may be 
hailed next Friday evening as the cham- 
he has been 
through an unusual ordeal. The least error 
brings a penalty; only a light one, perhaps, 
but it may be enough to make all the dif- 
ference. 

The least bit of weakening In a tight place, 
the slightest error of Judgment, a suspicion 
of fatigue, and the prize may be lost beyond 
retrieve. A singlé bad drive, one poor ap- 
preach, a topped ball, a putt missed—any 
one of these or other mistakes may mean 
the difference of one stroke by which the 
championship is lost and won. 


Description of the Links, 

Following is a ee of the course 
as laid out: 

The teeing greund for the first hole is im- 
mediately back of the locker-house and close 
to the workship of James Foulis, the club's 
greenkeeper and professional. Four hundred 
and sixty yards to the southeast, over a 
valley between two hills,.is the first hole, 
protected by a bunker forty yards from the 
hole. From the tee one must drive overa 
drainage ditch running across the course 
130 yards away. 


turns southward, with the boundary fence 
to the left of the course, a long, straight 
drive carrying one over a bunker and copse 
stretching across the course. Here the 
spring keeps the bunker partially filled with 
water, from which the hole takes it name. 
A second carries you on the green, a distance 
of 330 yards from the first hole. 

The corner hole, so-called because it is one 
of the corner boundaries of the club's prop- 
erty, is 340 yards. is hole is completely 
surrounded by bunkers and copse, and re- 
quires accurate approaching. Here the 
player turns westward to the fourth hole, 
415 yards. One must first carry oyer bunk- 
ers 100 yards from the tee, and the hole is 
guarded by hazards in the shape of a road 
and uneven ground, with unusually long 
grass. The long hole fs the fifth, and in an- 
other corner of the property. The long hole 
is usually so designated when going to it on 
the outward journey, but on the Chicago 
course the reverse is the case. Going to the 
fifth hole, 820 yards away, a player has first 
to carry over two bunkers with copse 115 
yards from tee, and the aproach to the hole 
is more or less hazardous, owing to some low, 
,;uneven ground immediately fronting the 
green, while to play to the left or too far 
means to be out of bounds. 


 §ixth Is the Longest Hole. 

The sixth hole is 520 yards. The hole is on 
the highest hill on the property. Bunkers 
and copse surround the foot of the hill, 
thereby requiring a good massie or iron 
approach. The seventh hole is 370 yards 
long, and is one of the prettiest and most 
sporty on the course. Teeing well up on the 
hill one must carry a straight 150 yards to 
be assured of a good lie—a shorter drive 
means a bunkér or a heavy lie in swampy 
country. To the left means out of bounds, 
and to the right more bunkers. The road 
hole—next t6 the main road—is a third cor- 
ner of the property, and like the third hole 
is entirely protected by a circular chain of 
bunkers and copse. To the pond, or eighth 
hole, is only 280 yards. A. good drive over 
, bunkers brings you withjn an easy iron over 
a copse to the holeside. A running ball is 
apt to carry the player into the water. To 
the end, or short hole, one drives over the 
end of the pond 120 yards. A short ball is 
certain death, while’a large, keen green car- 
ries a low bail far beyond the hole. 

The player then returns, parallel to the 
same ground just traversed, with similar 
hazards, the returning nine holes being on 
similar greens, varying from 50 to 100 yards 
from those on the outward journey, a suffi- 
clent distance to prevent players from inter- 
fering. The out journey is 8,090 yards and 
the in 2,932, giving a total of 6,022 yards. 


Entertainment of Visitors. 


The Chicago Golf club's responsibility re-. 
garding the open championship tournament 
ceases with furnishing a first-class course 
in first-class condition, though of course the 
club will d6 much in the way of entertain- 
ing its guests and visitors. After 4 p. m. 
each day during the week the women of the 
club will serve tea on the verandas, and 
there will be music every evening. But at 
the close of the club’s annual tournament on 
Wednesday the Executive committee of the 
United States Golf association will assume 
complete control of everything pertaining to 
the contest for the open championship. This 
committee consists of W. B. Thomas of 


Boston, Secretary R. Bage Kerr of N 
York, Samuel Y. Hebner of Philadelphia,

Next to the struggle for the open cham- 
pionship itself members of Chicago’s numer- 
ous golf clubs will be most keenly interested 
in the competition for the handsome silver 
cup which the United States Golf association 
has offered for the best score made by an 
amateur. Of the nine amatéurs entered— 
and all are high class golfers—a majority 
are Chicagoans, and the chance of one of the 
latter winning the trophy is considered 
good. Indeed, there are enthusiasts in the 
Chicago Golf club who believe the cup will 
stay right at Wheaton if Charles B. Mac- 
donald and Hugo Johnstone play their best 
golf. Mr. Macdonald is still President of the 
Chicago Golf club, although he now resides 
in New York, and if he should win the cup the 
club will of course claim its share of the

‘vania’s Veteran Coach Predicts an 
Early Enlargement in the Number 
ot “ First Class ” Teams 


[BY GHRORGE W. WOODRUFF. 
phia, Pa., Sept. 20.—{Special. }-—-The 
football season of 1900 opens with quite as 
much public interest as might be expected. 
In fact, it seems to me there is a more wide- 
spread eagerness than ever before to learn 
about the material, style of play, and pros- 


often wondered why the American game of 
football arouses so much enthusiasm among 
the spectators. For several years I shared 
the opinion of most football enthusiasts that 
such interest was simply a fad, which would 
die out in the course of a few seasons. These 
prophecies, however, have failed of fulfill- 
ment, and the number of people who attend 
the games seems to increase each 
fall. 

The interest of the spectators has mani- 
fested itself by an attendance upon the prac- 
tice, which, as far as play is concerned, is 
almost deveid of interesting features, far 
greater than that which, several years 
we would expect at séme of the more in- 
teresting minor games. 

It would be foolish at this date to attempt 
to predict much with regard to the material 
which will be on hand for the makeup of 
a university team at Philadelphia. The pre- 
liminary practice has been attended by @ 
number and quality of men far beyond the 
most sanguine hopes of the Football com- 
mittee. Over sixty men reported for practice 
before the university opened its scholastic 
doors. Of these twenty-five or thirty can 
be eliminated with ease from consideration 
for this season, either because of their weak- 
ness, awkwardness, slowness, OF lack 
coolness. Of the other or 
men the majority are satisfactory > 
tne promise of proving true foot- 
ball stars. 

Studies Handicap the Quakers. 

The reason why it would be foolish to spend 
much time now in discussing this material 
is that some four or five of the most promis- 
ing candidates are on the anxious seat with 
regard to their eligibility. It may not be 
generally known by the public that at most 
of the large universities football players 
and other athletes, for that matter, afe 
watched with more jealous eyes than non- 
athletes. If they do not maintain a certain

viable position at the head.of the football 
world, but it seems likely that they will be 
obliged to shove up and make room for other 
teams which may preperly be regarded aa 
belonging to their class.

Captain Kennedy's Mistakes. 

It is true that, contrary to the custom of 
Captain Kennedy, he made several bad 
blunders in the choice of play at critical 
moments in the game and thereby lost-ad-~ 
vantages which would have given his team 
an easy victory over the one from Philadel- 
phia, but he almost redeemed even that 
error by the lightning-like rapidity and 
value of the plays which he caused to be 
executed during the last three minutes of 
play, when the Chicago players, with 5 to @ 
+ against them staring them in the face, car~ 
ried the ball forty yards for a touchdowm 
in less than two minutes of actual play. 

Mr. Stagg developed in Kennedy a quar< 
terback, whose absolute effectiveness in 
that position has never been equaled. He 
had all the quickness and facility of motion 
usually belonging to a lighter man, but 
nevertheless managed to use his 190 pounds 
of splendid muscle in such a manner as to 
add from 25 to 530 per cent to the value of 
every play executed. It will be a matter of 
some interest to see whether Chicago's 
coach will use a heavy man for quarter back 
again this year, and, if so, whether it will 
be possible for him to develop one into such 
a star player as Captain Kennedy proved 
to be. According to reports from the Windy 
City, Chicago is as yet as doubtful about 
what candidates will be eligible for the 
team this year as we are at Philadelphia.

boulevards. 
DYING MOST EXPENSIVE. 

The most significant thing in these groups

A 
justice's fee of $2, with perhaps a kiss from 
the bride threwn in, satisfies the law and its 
emissary as to payment for the marriage 
ceremony, and thus by all odds it is the 
cheapest of the three rites. 

«In case of death no coffin on the market 
costs less than $10. No individual grave in 
any cemetery can be bought far less than 
$15. A hearse and carriage will cost $10 at 
the lowest estimate, and no person dying a 
natural death is likely to escape a $5 doc- 
tor’s bill.

IS is mystified by a most ex- 
traordinary case of somnam- 
bulism, which is attracting the 
attention of the most serious 
physicians, and the history of 
which occupies columns. upon 
the ‘first pages of the most rép- 
utable French newspapers. “The S:eeper 
of Thenelles,”’ is the title by which the som- 
nambulist is known, and for seventeen years 
she has s!umbered In the quiet little Town of 
Thenelles, watched over by a tender, de- 
voted mother, who has never left her daugh- | 
ter during this terrible pertes 
ing death.

The gendarmes gave up their victim'to the 
doctors. After every human effort’ to re- 
store her, the Goctors In turn gave her up 
to-her mother, who has remained the faith- 
ful guardian of her sleeping daughter.

‘But in funerals.that Chicago spends 
fortunes. Something of the old savage state 
in man @#sts in the modermfuneral service. 
Nowhere ig & person’more closely scrutinized 

than when he appears as.chief mourner at 
a funeral. Especially is.a widow the mark 
of all eyes. “ She took on beautifully,” is 
a phrase that has grown up among the 
ignorant followers of the conventional: at 
funerals 
. In proportion to their wealth, too, the poor 
spend vastly more on. a funeral than do the 
rich. Children in the slum districts acquire 
.a brief, new dignity through having a dead 
relation in: the house awaiting burial. To 
some extent tHe elders of a neighborhood 
share in thi@ tribute to the stricken_ones 
and at oncé:the, incentive to display ts im- 
planted in the living.. Neighborhoed feuds 
are brought about through a family’s being 
slighted in fiot having a carriage in which 
to go to the burying ground. The cost of 
refréshmefits for callers who come in ‘to 
sympathize with the living is no small item. 
Coffins at trust prices,. interments in.cem- 
eteries that are conducted as dividend-pay- 
ing investments, .and the long string of car- 
riages and the heaps of flowers that go to 
make up. the’ dumb show of @eath bear 
heavily om the poor. 

No one {s deceived into believing that a 
$10 coffin costs one-third of that sum to 
produce. But it may be news to many that 
the principal differences between the $40, 
$60, and $80 coffins of commerce are nickel 
trimmings that cost: from 85 cents to $1 for 
coffin.

MANY NEGLECTED GRAVES. 

“In hundreds of cases this is downright 
robbery,”’ declares George Fergus.. “I was 

the office, of, a. cemetery. some time ago, 
sitting at a desk all day. Dozens of persons 
came; in that: time to-ask why graves had 
not been kept:trimmied:and watered. Each 
time the ‘explanation was made that maybe 
some mistake had been made in the platting 
of that portion of the grounds; that Instead 
of the grave paid for another one in, the next 
lot had been tended, that this. was the first 
complaint that ever had been received, and 
that the matter would be looked into at once: 

“This condition ts notorious in’ the case 
of relations*who live out‘of the city, and 
who for years have pafd fees annually with- 
out ever getting one dollar’s worth ofservice 
for the hundreds of dollars paid out.” 
_.“ Economy >in -funerals.” are the watch- 
words of a great reform movement In Great 
Britain. Time and again America has 
inveighed against the extravagance, but to 
small purpose. Not long ago a case came 
to the notice of the South Side police in 
which the paralytic aunt of an aged widow 
died. The. widow was, dependent largely 
upon her efforts at the washtub and upon 
the income of her daughter’ who worked 
out as a’ domestic, and yet the funeral of 
this woman cost more than $400. It was re- 
garded as a “ beautiful funeral,” but it 
depleted the savings of years in that house- 
hold. 
Chicago has not taken kindly to cremation, 
though the custom is growing slowly. An 
average of ene body a day ts incinerated 
in the one crematory in the city. The one 
an” final fee of $25 for burning a body is an 
in ucement from, the point of view of econo- 
my, but evidently the time. for economy in 
funerals has not come to Chicago.

When 
the whole cavalcade starts out it forms a 
pretty and brilliant picture.

Parwanah Kian, the late Depity.Command- 
er-in-Chief, and Jan Mahomed Khan, the 
late Lord of the Treasury, two of the high- 
est offielals in the kingdom, in their lifetime 
were both of them my slaves. 


Slaves Only in Name. 

To tell youd the truth, the word 
slave ”’ is only name; the 
real sense of the word “ slave “ in Afghanis- 
tan during my reign is this: they are more 
trusted and honored than any other officiais 
of the kingdom. .When they are quite grown 
up I arrange their riages with the da - 
ters of the nobility and highly respectable 
families. I give them houses and furniture 
and all requirements of life better than those 
possessed by Princes of the royal family. 
Their wives have separate allowances for 
their pocket money as well as government 
personal attendants. In this way I have 
cleared out and abolished the cruel system 
of slavery. The word “slave” is merely a 
remnant of the old times, otherwise there is 
no such thing as ‘a siave in Afghanistan. 
The buying of slaves is forbidden by law, 
and male or female slaves in various fam- 
‘illés, who weré always slaves in the old times, 
are treated as members of the family by 
their masters... The offepring of slaves are 
called Khanahb Zad (born in the family), and 
are just ae kindly treated and loved with 
the same affection as the other children of 
the heads of the family. If a person kills a 
slave, as they used to do in ancient times, the 
punishment is death. If a slave is badly 
treated, and the cruelty is proved, the slave 
has his liberty by my orders, because God 
has created all human beings children of one 
parent and entitled to equal rights. There 
is no reason why one should be a tyrant and 
the other the victim of his tyranny. 

Usually the male and female slaves of 
Afghanistan are either the children of pris- 
oners of war or of parents who have been 
killed in war, and they have no one to give 
them a living. The rich families and nobles 
give them the same privileges as their own 
children enjoy, and, like the royal page boys, 
when they grow up they are well married 
and get better positions than many poor 
people, through the influence of their patrons. 
They thus rise to high positions, according 
to Their education and merits and manners 
acquired by association with well-brought-up 
children. 

Abolished Slavery of Prisoners. 

When I eonquered the country of Kafiris- 
tan in 1896, I ordered that.no prisoner of 
war should be sold as a slave, and also that 
mo one should be allowed to marry a Kafir 
woman against her will. I compensated by 
presents of money those people who had 
captured prisoners as their booty and thus 
were entitled to keep their gains of the 
victory, and I then released the prisoners 
and set them free. 

In my sitting-rooms and bedrooms, as well 
as in those of my wives, sons, and daughters, 
all sorts of beautiful flowers, plants, pictures, 
and pianos and other musical instruments 
are placed, together with choice pieces of 
china and other ornaments, nh and 
Herat carpets, nightingales a#t-other sing- 
ing birds. Beautiful and valuable furniture 
and everything that I can think of to add to 
the pleasure of those who associate with me, 
are to be found in my palaces. If any for- 
eigners or Europeans are present at the time 
for meals they are welcomed at our table; 
and dine with us as our guests, if they are 
Moslems; but .if net, they dine in another 
room or at a separate table. I have fre- 
quently heard Europeans say to me that they.

I think it is clear that they speak the truth, 
because no man would eat much of anything 
that he disliked just to pay a compliment. 

For my wives, my daughters, my sons and 
their wives, my grandchildren and their 
servants, in addition to their food, clothing, 
horses, and houses, there is a special month- 
ly cash allowance granted by the govern- 
ment, in accordance with their positions and 
requirements. Both my eldest sons, Habi- 
builah and Nasrullah, are paid 20,000 rupees 
@ month each, for their pocket expenses, and 
their wives and ether personal attendants 
are likewise paid separately. My wives 
(two of whom are the daughters respective- 
ly of Mir Hakim Khan and Mir Jahan 
Dar @hah, the latter the: mother of Habi- 
bullah and Nasrullah): the mother of Ma- 
homed Omar Jan; the mother of Aminullah 
Jan; the mother of Ghulam Ali; the mother 
of the late Hafizullah and Asadullah? the 
mother of Fatima Jan, my daughter—have 
all their separate allowances paid monthly, 
for their pocket money, from 38,000 to 8,000 
rupees Kabuli; their dresses are not to be 
paid for out of this money, neither are their 
houses, food, nor other requirements. Their 
dresses are many, and of various fashions, 
some being in the Buropean, others ‘In the 
Oriental style. 

My youngest sons and granddaughters 
have also, in addition to their food and cloth- 
ing, etc., a monthly allowance for pocket 
money. 

On the great festivals of Ied Barat and 
New Year’s day my wives and children get 
their dresses and cash and jewelry as pres- 
ents, just as is the European custom to give 
presents at Christmas. All the children of 
my courtiers, officials, and servants also re- 
ceive presents from me on these days. 


Seldom Visits Harem. 


My sons, who work hard all day long, gener- 
ally spend the evenings in their harems with 
their wives and children. In the early days 
of my reign I used to pay visits to my harem 
about twice a week, but as I grew more and 
more preeccupied with affairs of business 
and state these visits were cut down to one 
or two a month; but now my time is so full 
that I only pay two or three visits in the year 
to my wives and family. The rest of the 
year I occupy the same rooms in which I 
work, both and night. My wives, hew- 
ever, come and pay regular visits to me ten 
or twelve times in the year for a few hours at 
a time. God has created me for his service, 
to care for the nation he has intrusted to my 
care, and not to spend my time in personal 
enjoyments and self-indulgence. My great- 
est happiness is always te continue working 
in service. 

My two sens, Habibullah Jan and Nasrul- 
lal, come to see me twice or at least once 
every day to take their instructions for ar- 
rdfiging and doing their daily work. My 
youngest sons and grandsons visit me about 
twice a week for a few minutes, and as I am 
always busy, they sit down and play for a 
short time, or sometimes they wrestle with 
each other and sometimes with me, and then 
they are sént back to their own houses. —

‘Any person can put his claims before me 
in the following way: He comes to the door 
and reports that he wishes to see me,’and 
is invited to come in and tell me himself, or 
to put his grievance in writing and give it 
to the Nazir, his assistant, or to one of my 
court secretaries, or even into the postoffice. 
He must write on the cover: “ Not to be 
opened by any one except the Amir.”” I open 
such letters myself, and, if necessary, I also 
write the answer with my own hand, and for- 
ward it to the petitioner by the same means 
by which it came tome. If he do not succeed 
in getting his letter put before me from any 
of these sources there are my spies and de- 
tectives, both public and private, who are 
severely punished if the case is not reported 
té me. In fact, it is the belief in Afghanistan 
that every individual possesses a signature 
of-:mine, and in every house there is a de- 
tective. This is an exaggeration, I think! 

My daily uniforms are simple, made in 
the European style; on great occasions, how- 
ever, I wear military or diplomatic uniforms. 
At night, or in my leisure moments, I wear 
loose robes of Chinese and Japanese silix, 
made in the Arab or Turkoman or Mon 
Han fashion. I also wear a small cap with 
@ small silk or muslin turban. This last 
loose dress is easy to put on and off; it is 
therefoge comfortable, especially when I am 
ill uffering pain.

proof against winds by a system of guy 
ropes. Canvas was stretched to protect the 
‘instruments in the top from the force of 
high winds, and in Kansas and other sec- 
‘tlons, where unusually high winds prevail, 
a thin cotton drilling would be substituted 
in order that the wind might tear the cloth, 
rather than catch in unyielding canvas, and 
throw the whole structure to the ground.

MAN EXTINCT. 


Dealers and Makers. Say 
Garments Will Not Be 
Worn. 


HE shirt waist problem is a 
} harder thing for the shirt manu- 
facturers to solve than the Pigs 
in Clover puzzle. To make or not 
ito make, that is the question. 
i Shall the shirtmakers conclude 
i that next season there will be a 

great demand for men’s shirt 
waists and accordingly turn out a large 
number, or shall they decide that the shirt 
waist man was only one of the freaks of last 
summer and that next year he will be un- 
heard of? 

This is the time of year when dealers lay 
in their stock of men’s furnishings for the 
following summer, and so now is the time 
the furnishers and dealers and the manu- 
facturers are holding deep and earnest dis- 
cussions on the vexed question: ‘‘Is the 
shirt waist man here to stay?’’ Most of the 
manufacturers, according to a man who is 
,& large dealer immen’s furnishings, have set- 
tled the question by declaring in the nega- 
tive. They say the shirt waist man was only 
one summer's toy. That next year the man 
who wore shirt waists this last summer will 
indignantly deny the accusation if any of his 
friends remind him of the fact. 

A-half dozen of the down town dealers 
who have been interviewed said they had 
ordered their stock for next summer for 
men’s wear and that they will carry only a 
small number of shirt waists. Next summer 
the dealers say the demand will be for negli- 
gee shirts with plaited bosoms, and that will 
be about the only style on the market. It. 
is expected that there will be a slight de- 
mand for shirt waists by most of the dealers, 
although there are many who will carry 
none at all while some others have ordered 
a good supply. The general consensus of 
opinion seems to be that what demand is 
made next summer for the shirt waist for 
men will come at the beginning of the season. 
Afterwards the plaited hegligee shirt will 
take entire possession, and the few shirt 
waist men, if there be any, will become so 
lonely that they will either form a colony 
and preémpt some island in the Pacific, 
or else they will ‘have their shirt waists 

as plaited negligee shirts. 

This dictum of the shirtmakers seems to 
sound the death kriell of the shirt waist 
man. People may argue the question as 
they please and shirt waist men may rise 
up here and there and phophesy the 
emancipation of the sex and declare that 
next year man will at last be comfortably 
clad. The manufacturers are the ones who 
speak as with a voice having authority. 
They have had their éars to the ground and 
they Know. The manufacturers and the 
dealers are in business for the money they 
can get out of it. They would just as soon 
make sHirt waists as negligee shirts with 
plaited bosoms if they thought men would 
buy them. But they have decided that men 
will not buy them and so they do not pro- 
pose to lose money by making them. After 
the men’s shirt waists parties and the in- 
stances of Judges, professors, and polite- 
men appearing in shirt waists, and after 
all the frantic declarations that Have been 
indulged in as to whether or not the male 
shirt waist would endure, it seeme@ sad to re- 
flect that the shirt waist for men was only 
a fleeting fancy and is gone like a summer's 
day cloud.

The works of genius, the creations of art, the 
discoveries and inventions of science, and even the nobler and finer cul- 
tivation of the ordinary affairs of life are all the result of highly stimulated 
nerve force. This provokes competition and competition again calls for 
the expenditure of more nerveforce. In'their futile attempt to accom- 
modate themselves to the rapidly changing environment of advancing civ- 
flisation, many nervous constitutions must obviously be shattered and 
ruined. Under such circumstances, neurasthemia becomes the despair- 
ing cry of the weaker nervous systems as they go down in the struggle for 
existence. Civilization and the increased stimulation of nerve force pro- 
ceed pari passee; but civilization must go on, and if nerve force fails it 
must be regenerated in some other way than by schemes to check competi- 
tion and human progress. Simpler modes of life, careful regulation of in- 
dividual habits, conservatism, and attention to all those measures that 
foster mental and physical vigor, will have to be considered in keeping 


Ethics of Church Music.

| G. Halle.. Physically, he is 6 feet 
| 2 inches in height, and broad and 
i vigorous in proportion; in the 
i same proportions, too, he isa good 
> mi German, but a better American. 

Germany and the German flag are dear to 
him, but the United States and its Stars and 
Stripes are dearer. He is rather broader 
and fuller than a type, but the German- 
Americanism for which he stands ap- 
proaches the ideal. 

He came to United States citizenship un- 

der favorable circumstanées. He is of an 

old family in Germany, and was born into 

comfortable surroundings at Leipsic on Jan. 

5, 1844.. His parents were Henry and Hen- 

rietta Halle. 

As a boy he entéred the German schools, 

and was put through the rigid discipline that 

mark them. When he had been well ground- 

ed in the essentials of education he entered 

business life in his native city. After a few 

years the attractions of America appealed 

to him, and in 1866, at the age of 22, he emi- 

grated to New York. The West, then new, 


‘appealed to him, and he started for the Min- 


nesota and Dakota country. Buffalo, deer, 
and:antelopes were then plentiful, and their 
principal foes were the Indians. In the Da- 
kota country Mr. Halle camped and hunted 
with the Indians, learning something of 
their language and customs. He estab- 
lished a drug store in Minnesota, conducting 
an insurance business also. In this man-. 
ner he camé in touch with the Germania 
Fire Insurance company. 
In 1874 his work in this company led to 
his removal to Milwaukee, where he became 
State agent for the company in Wisconsin, 
Minnesota, Dakota, and Montana. For nine 
years he acted in this capacity, with Mil- 
waukee as headquarters. In 1883 he was ap- 
pointed manager of the Western depart- 
ment, with headquarters in Chicago. He 
still holds the position, with a territory in- 
cluding all the Western States and the 
States of Ohio, Kentucky, and West Vir- 


ginia. 

Level-Headed Conservatism. _ 
Through good times and bad, through 
storm and calm, for seventeen years his 
conduct of this business has been marked 
by the level-headed conservatism that is so 


he thinks first. He has no element of the re- 
former in him, but rather seeks a line of 
conduct that would make reforms unneces- 
sary. He is no advocate of expediencies. 
It was said of him, while he was President 
of the Chicago School board, that his ad- 
ministrations were marked by the one re- 
iterated point-of insistence: ‘‘ Let us get to 
business.””

of the *“‘ Kronen Orden II. Klasse” to. Mr.

Scientists’ Alarm at Dispropor- 
tionate Gain’ in Production 
Quieted by New Discovery, 


TENDED WITH CARE. 


SHEORETICAL fear of the time 
when the wheat production of 
the wor.d shall be insufficiemt for 
the needs of man, has been an 
incentive to experiment im pro- 
ducing a better and more pro- 
lifie wheat kernel. A demand 
for consumption that steadi:y has exceeded 

. the production of the cerea! had been too 
@pparent to escape notice. Now, experi- 
mentation shows that the acreage in the 
United States, which has prod uced- only 200, - 
000,000 bushels im a season, may be so 
snanipulated as to yieid 900,000,000 bushels,

2,000,000,000 busheis a year.

dge and experience who 
take a high!y p@Sssimistic view of the future 
of humanity. Not long ago the famous Eng- 
lish scientist, Sir W. Crookes, who holds the 
honorary position of President of. the 
British association, submitted statistics to 
that society to show that the supply of 
wheat wou:d in the immediate future prove 
itse:f inadequate to satisfy the needs of the 
earth’s growing population. Accepting fir 
Crookes’. statistics as correct, one caou'd 
easily figure out the exact time when the 
production of wheat wou'd reach its utmost 
limit, sufficient to supply the needs of hu- 
manity. This calculation presupposes an 
unchanged continuance of the present ratio 
of production to the acre. Sir Crookes in 
that same addrees indicated, however, how 
the ratio of production could be increased 
far above the present average. Among the 
-remedcies which he suggested were the fixa- 
‘tion of atmospheric nitrogen and@ its use as 
etimulant for wheat lands, and.the intreduc- 
tion of new kinds of breadstuffs. 


BY NATURAL SELECTION, -. 
The problem of creating, artificially, new 
-"warieties of wheat, which promiscd to give 
larger yields, better and stronger grains, and 
containing more nourishment, has beén care- 
fully studied during the last ten years by a 
number of scientists in the United States, 
and the results obtained so far are highly 
satisfactory. The experiments which have 
been carried on at different agricultural sta- 
tions, among others in the Minnesota exper- 
iment station, are based upon Darwin's 
theories of natural selection and of the sur- : 
vival of the fittest. The scientific world has 
watched the outcome of those experiments 
‘with the greatest interest and has receivbd 
the gratifying reports of their success with 
the utmost satisfaction. | 
The history of the development of a wheat 
plant in nature is briefly as follows: The 
peed, imbedded in the ground, sprouts and 
Gevelops into a wheat plant. In course of 
time the plant develops flowers which, after 
having reached maturity, fertilize them- 
pelves; that is, thy stigma of each flower re 
ceives the pollen from the anthers of the 
fame or some other flower of the same plant. 
This process of inbreeding is repeated year 
after year, causing a gradual deterioration 
’ in the quality of the wheat produced by this 
_ process. The experiments of Darwin sug- 
gested to the scientists conected with the 
agricultural experiment stations a plan of 
improving the wheat by carefu! cross-breed-

PROCESS OF SELECTION. . 


The experiments at the Minnesota experi- 
ment station were conducted under the di- 
rection and supervision of Professor W. M. 
Hayes. First two plants of wheat, belonging 
to different varieties, but vigorous and 
healthy, were chosen. One of the plants was 
selected for the father, the other for the 
mother of the new variety of wheat. Right 
after the beginning of the blooming season 
and before the flowers were fully developed 
all the weaker and unpromising flowers were 
cut off with a pair of dissecting scissors. 
Only the most healthy looking and stronges~ 
were left on the ear, and to prevent self- 
fertilization they were robbed of their 
anthers. To prevent Insects from carrying 
pollen which was not wanted to the stigmata 
of the remaining flowers a bag of tissue 
paper was drawn over the ear. On the fol- 
lowing morning, about dawn, when the flow- 
ers of the mother pliant opened to the Hight, 
pollen taken from the strongest and health- 
fest flowers of the father plant was carefully | 
transferred to the stigmata of the mother 
plant. Seeds developed in the course of time, 
and though few in number they were found 
a to be of good size and extraordinary vigor.

Some of the wheat thus produced has 
yielded forty-two bushels an acre. In the 
course of ten trials made with four different 
jots-of new -wheat.during..« peried.of about. 
eight years, the yield in some cases reached 
thirty-five bushela an acre, and éven under 
the most anfavorable circumstances it never 
fell as low as the general farm average of 
fifteen bushels an acre. The general average 
in those tests was twenty-two and co half 
bushels an acre, an increase of seven and 
one-half bushels an acre over the customary 
average. The most vigorous of the four 
‘varieties of wheat maintained an average 
of twenty-four and one-tenth bushels an 
acre during a trial period of about ten years. 
The tests were not confined to one locality. 
Some of that wheat was sown in different 
parts of Minnesota, while some was sown in 
several lccalities in the State of North Da- 
kota.

GREATER DEMAND FOR WHEAT. 
In the past the world has looked to the 
United States Yor a large share of its bread- 
stuff. Until recent years, when the substi- 
tution of steam for sails ocean shipping 
and improved methods in ing made the 
exportation of corn possible, the world drew 
much more heavily on the wheat production 
of the United States. For instance, between 
1820 and 1829 the exportation of American 
wheat and flour was $48,150,000, against only 
$9,000,000 worth ef Indian corn and meal. 
Yet in 1899 the proportion of corn exported 
was $57,862,136, against wheat and wheat 
flour to the value of only $42,758,413. Inthat 
year, however, exports of grain suffered a 
sharp falling off from those of 1898. In the 
previous twelve months corn to the value of 
$208,744,939 was exported and wheat and 
flour worth $163,581,204 accompanied it. 
Significant as these figures aré, however, 
indicating how widely corn ‘is taking the 
place of wheat in the food supply of the 
world, the demand for wheat has increased 
out of all proportion te its production. The 
possibilities of increasing that production 
have been proved, but the insistent demands 
of the past are among the unknown quanti- 
ties of the future.

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Uncut Diamonds, Graphite Made from Coal Actual Size of Famous Gems.

Sees (hat looked like metallic lead, 
cube. 

at,” he explained, “1s graphite, pro- 
@tieced directly trom anthracite coal in the 
@lectric furnace. You see that in shape it 
is exactly like a lump of hard coal, but, in 
place of the glassy appearance of that min- 
eral, it has asenmed a metallic luster. As 
you may.well imagine, the achievement 
Which it represents it of great importance to 
Science as well as commercially. 

“Zou have doubtless heard of the experi- 
ments made a few years ago in Pittsburg 
by EB. G: Acheson, who was trying to manu- 
facture diamonds in the electric furnace. 
He used a mixture of carbon and clay, from 
which, under exposure to a tremeridous heat, 
Some beautiful purple crystals were formed. 
At first he thought he had succeeded, but 
St Was quickly ascertained that these crys- 
aig Were an entirely new substance—a-mix- 
Sure of carbon and silicon. Under the name 
Of-carborundum this substance has since 
Come into commercial! use as an abrasive. 

“All of that is ancient history. Carborun- 
Gum is now made in large quantities from a 


‘mixture of coke, sawdust, sand, and salt, and / 


Fecentiy Mr. Acheson has been converting 
the substance into graphite by further treat- 
ment in the electric furnace. His discovery 
that it is practicable to transform anthracite 
Coal directly into graphite is newly an- 
mounced, and a proof of the claim is given 
by the lump which I hold in my hands. 

* Graphite is pure carbon, and so likewise 
charcoal. The diamond is also pure car- 
Don.. All three are merely different forms of 
the same substance. Nevertheless, though 
many attempts have been made, nobody has 
yet succeeded in converting charcoal or 
graphite into diamonds of commercial value. 
The most successful effort in that direction 


; ae to date has been that of the Frenchman 


eissan, who has produced tiny crystals of 
true diamond by heating charcoal to a high 
temperature with iron, permitting the mix- 
ture to cool under pressure, when the little 
Giamonds were crystalized out. 

“In 1872 a chemist named Rose succeeded 
fin ¢onverting a diamond into graphite by ex- 
posing it to a high temperature, bedded in 
ehareoal. Thus you will see that science 
has been making steady approaches toward 
the solution of this interesting problem. 
Acheson's new discovery brings us one step 
mearer, and I may call your attention to the 
fact that whereas Moissan used a mixture 
of iron and carbon in making his diamonds, 
Acheson puts iron salts with his anthracite 
coal for the purpose of accomplishing the 


‘ tfansformation of the latter into graphite. . 


Of Great Commercial Importance. 


_ “it am averse to prediction, and you must 
Mot quote me as saying that diamonds of 
commercial sige will be manufactured some 
Gay. All I say is that another step has been 
made in that direction. Meanwhile, the new 
discovery is of great commercial importance, 
especially in view of the fact that the avail- 
abie deposits of graphite provided by nature 
are small. The substance is now employed 
in the manufacture of pencils, crucibles, 
stove polish, paint, dynamo: brushes, and 
electrodes, as well as in electrotyping and 
as @ lubricant. The graphite mines of Cey- 


* lon alone employ 24,000 men, women, and 


ehiidren, and in the City of Nuremburg, 
Germany, which is the home of the Faber 
pencils, 5,500 persons are engaged in making 
those little writing instruments." 

In order that the artificial diamond shal! 
be success it must be made more cheaply 


‘than the natural gem. Professor Sage turned 
out gold in his laboratory from the ashes of 
burned. vegetables substances of certain 


kinds. The result was beautiful sciemntific- 
ally, but it cost $25 to get $5 worth af gold 
in this way. Moissan’s diamonds t him. 


at the rate of $4,000 a carat. He manu- 
factured several hundred of the tiny crystals, 
but they were so small that all of them to- 
gether weighed less than a half carat. Un- 
der the microscope they were pretty, some 
of them bei round like a drop of water, 
while others were eight-sided. A few con- 
tained Uttle specks of black charcoal, and 
these the chemist called ‘“ crapauds,"’ be- 
cause they were spotted like a frog. 

“I feel confident that diamonds will bea 
manufactured commercially some day,”’ said 
Professor Frank Clarke of the United States 
Geological Survey. “ The solution of the 
problem is not far off, I think. You must 
remember that the crystals do not have to 
be large in order to serve the purpose of 
gems. It may be that the processes will 
have to be conducted on a large ng 7 allow- 
ing a long time, perhaps. Nature, Aho has 
been the only successful diamond-maker up 
to now, performs her operations in a large 
way, and time is no object to her. It is pos- 
sible that the power of Niagara Falls, which 
Mr. Acheson is employing in the produc- 
tion of his graphite, may be utilized in turn- 
ing out diamonds which, because of their 
cheapness, will drive south Africa out of the 
business.”’ 

Nature’s method of making diamonds 
seems to be pretty much the same as that 
adopted by Molisean, only that her processes 
are conducted onalargerscale. Inthe bow- 
els of the earth she subjects a mixture of 
fron and carbon to a tremendous tempera- 
ture, after which it is cooled slowly and vom- 
ited up. Diamonds seem to be essentially a 
volcanic product. In south Africa the gem- 
bearjng material is found in “ pipes,” as 
they are called, which were evidently out- 
lets for stuff thrown up from below. This 
material is a blue clay, rich in iron, and al- 
most as hard as rock. It is dug out and 
spread on the ground, where it disintegrates 
after being exposed for a while to sun and 
air, and then the diamonds are picked out 
of it. A voleano is a natural diamond fac- 
tory, if only carbon and fron are pfesent tor 
gether in the molten rocks. 

Diamonds in Meteorites. 

The Cafion Diablo, in Arizona, is a curious 
sort of crater-like depression, circular in 
outline and about half a mile in diameter, 
its walls being so steep that animals fall 
into it now and then and are unable to get 
out again. This remarkable hole is now 
suspected to have been made by the impact 
of a gigantic meteor that fell out of the sky 
nobody knows how long ago. Scattered 
about in its immediate neighborhood hun- 
dreds of meteoric fragments have been 
found, which are surmised to be small bits 
of the celestial visitor whose mass lies buried 
in the bottom of the hole. At all events, 
there does not seem to be any other way of 
accounting for them. : 

The first of these fragments that were 
picked up were sent to Philadelphia, and 
attempts were made to cut some of them 
into slices. It is customary to cut meteorites 
into slices for sale or exchange among col- 
lectors, and these slices when polished ex- 
hibit peculiar and beautiful markings, as 
if a piece of fine steel were etched orna- 
mentally with acid. Unfortunately the saws 
used in cutting the Cafion Diablo meteorites 
broke in the process, and, when efforts were 
made to polish the slices, the emery wheels 
were spoiled. Investigation showed that 
the damage was due to small diamonds, 
some black and some pure white, which were 
contained in the metal. It was a most in- 
teresting discovery, going to prove that dia-

Rumor Caused a Panic. 

‘rhirty-fve years ago ali Kurope was agi- 
tated Dy a rumor to the effect that a French 
chemist nad solved the problem of making 
aiamonds by artifice. It caused quite a4 
panic in the market, the price of diamonds 
being !owered considerably, while private 
individuais who owned fortunes in these 
were much aiarmed. However, the 
scare proved groundiess. Crystals of dia- 
mond scarcely big enoygh to be seen with- 
out @ Microscope have been deposited by the 
voitaic Dattery upon a thread of patinum, 
and their verity was demonstrated ‘by pol- 
isming large diamonds with them, using 


/ them for this purpose as diamond dust is 


commoniy used. Mxperiments have also 
oeen made by combining sulphur and car- 
bon, Which together form a, colorless liquid 
containing absolutely nothing but carbon 
and suiphur. if by some method the sulphur 
in tne solution could be got rid of the 
carbon might be expected to be deposited 
in crystais—that is to say, in the form of 
diamonds—but no way of accomplishing th!s 
nds yet been found. i 
Artificial diamonds sometimes explode. 


_ And, Strange to say, natural ones frequently 


qo the same thing after they have been 
Drought our of the mine. They have been 
Known ‘to burst in the pockets of miners, or 
even when heid in the warm hand, tem- 
perature having evidently to do with the 
Phenomenon. Large diamonds are more 
Hapdie to Durst than small ones, and in this 
Way Valuable stones have been destroyed. 

Professor Crookes believes that this cur- 
fous phenomenon is due to a small quantity 
of gas confined at enormous pressure inside 
of the stone. Warmth gives the gas a 
greater tendency to expand, and fthus the 
diamond is exploded. The celebrated Jagers- 
fontein Excelsior, found in south Africa 
and now the property of the Pope, which 
weighs ¥71 carats, or nearly half a pound, 
is of pure water except for a slight Haw 
near the center. Frequently such a flaw 
takes the form of a small cavity containing 
gas, according to Professor Crookes’ theory, 
and it is interesting to consider that an in- 
cautious approach to a stove might shiver 
this wonderful gem—the largest of its kind 
ever known in the world and supposed to 
be worth $5,000,000—into comparatively 
worthiess splinters. 

The world’s stock of @lamonds at present 
is reckoned in round numbers as represent- 
ing a value of $1,000,000,000, of which amount 
dealers hold $350,000,000 worth, while the 
balance is in the hands of private owners. 

After being exposed to light for a while 
some diamonds glow in a dark room, and in 
a vacuum, when exposed to a high current 
of electricity, certain gems of this kind 
pPhosphoresce in different colors. Most 
south African diamonds under such condi- 
tions shine with a bluish light, while those 
from other localities emit a bright blue, red, 
green, or orange luminosity. Professor 
Crookes has a beautiful green diamond, 

hich, in a vacuum, gives almost as much 
light as a candle, so that one can easily 
read by its pale green rays, The diamon4 is 
extremely transparent to X rays, whereas 
giass is almost opaque to them. Another 
peculiarity of the diamond Is that its refrac- 
tion is single and not double. All other crys- 
tals, when you look at an object through 
them, double the object seen, but ff you look 
through a diamond at the head of a pin, you 
will see one pin’s head and not two.

CRIME LAID 


| TO HYPNOTISM. 


Suggestion Advanced. as.a. 


Defense by Many — 
Offenders. 


CURE FOR - INSANE. 


Strange Cases Reported in the 
Newspapers Within 
a Week. 


USED BY PHYSICIANS. 


IHERE has been a decided increase 
in the offering of hypnotism as 
an excuse for crime. Within a 
week a boy at Fort Scott, Kas., 
has killed his grandmother with a 
hatchet and charged the crime to 
i the hypnotic suggestion ef a man; 
— a St. Louls woman arrested for 
theft has made the same plea; a Bridgeport 
(Conn.) woman found in the company of an 
evangelist under discreditable circumstances 
has taken refuge behind the saving clause 
of hypnotism, and a New York woman who 
gave up $560 of her husband's money to a 
strange man wants the strange man arrested 
for exercising hypnetic influences over her 
actions.” 

Such of these cases as may come before @ 

receive more or less credence. 

In several States already laws have been 
passed against the exercising of hypnotic 
powers save under restrictions. From the 
pedestal of a popular fad a few years ago, 
hypnotism has come to be regarded as either 
a great good or a great evil. Today the 
exercise of the power—if genuine power it 
be—ia.much more likely to get the h#pnotist 
into trouble than it is to prove the thera- 
peutic or moral values of the art. In proof 
of this may be cited the recent attempt of 
Emory Mallick of Valley City, N. D., to 
cure Bob Burt of a taste for forty-rod whis- 
ky. In defense of his personal rights, priv- 
ileges, and accomplishments Mr. Burt wiped 
up the floor of the calaboose with the person 
of Mr. Mallick, and proposed to continued 
his red-nosed way through life without the 
aid or consent of any other nation. 


Fought with Hypnotist. 
Mr. Mallick is supposed to have been a 
of the Rev. B. for- 
merly of the Yale football team, but now 
vee of the Howard Avenue Baptist Church 
of New Haven, Conn. Mr. Cutten's experi- 
ments have been conducted in the Yale psy- 
chological laboratory, and so far about twen- 
ty men have been brought under his influ- 
ence for the cure of the tobacco or liquor 
habit. All of these are said to have stopped 
the use of whisky or tobacco, as the case 
may have been. In the list is an inveterate 
cigaret smoker, who has not touched a paper 
tube since last March. Through his reiter- 
ated suggestions, while his patients have been 
asleep, they are in a condition where the 
smell of tobacco or whisky makes them sick. 
The preacher does not pretend to know how 
permanent is this condition, but he feels that 
at least they are from under the influences 
of their habits sufficiently to keep free if 
they would, Mr. Cutten calls his treatment 
simply suggestive therapeutics, He opposes 
the indiscriminate practice of hypnotism and 
would have the alleged teachers of it made 
subject to drastic penalties. 


Case of Insanity Cured. 


An exercise of hypnotic power such as 
Mr. Cutten is especially intolerant of is re- 
ported from Richmond, Va. When the sub- 
ject was well under the influence he could 
not be brought out of the state, and when he 
had destroyed nearly all the furniture in 
the room he was removed to a hospital by 
the police, who strapped him into bed while 
a physician treated him for acute mania and 
finally restored him to reason. 

Calvin Cook was the operator. John 
Sweeney was the active subject. The scene 
was in the house of a prominent man, where 
a little pleasure party had gathered. 
Sweeny became belligerent, tore most of his 
clothing off, knocked out two guests, and 
threw furniture all around the house. Cook 
was helpless and the city police had to bind 
the frenzied man hand and foot. Not until 
8 o'clock the next morning did he recover 
consciousness. 

But the advocates of hypnotic suggestion 
all refer to this class of experiment as dan- 
gerous and ab bringing discredit upon the 
legitimate use of the power. ) 

One of the freak examples of the power of 
hypnotism has been sent out in the story of 
a woman and her daughter in New York 
who had felt themselves so pursued by an 
imaginary evil janitor as to move their home 
forty times in twelve months. . By hypnotic 
suggestion Dr. Samuel F. Brothers of that 
city is said to have allayed their fears to 
such an extent that they will dd to house- 


keeping again soon. . 


Cure of Agoraphobia. 

Dr. C. L. Tuckey of Edinburgh, Scotland, 
has just reported the cure of a rare nervous 
disease called agoraphobia. The disease pre- 
sents morbid fears of large, open places or 
crowded rooms ofr streets to the victim. 
While the patient was in the sobmnambulistic 
stage suggestions were made to the young 
woman to combat these fears. The result is 
said to be a complete cure, 

John Duncan Quaeckenbos, a well-known 
New York physician, has written a little 
book on “ Hypnotism in Mental and Moral 
Culture,” in which he shows astounding re- 
sults in effecting reformation of characters, 
He holds that vices of every kind may be 
overcome by suggestion and the subject 
made a good citizen even against his will. 
The doctor describes his method as follows: 


Methods Used by Physicians. 

“ After talking sympathetically with the 
subject sometimes for an hour. or two in 
regard to the falling that he wishes removed, 
thoroughly acquainting myself with his 
dominant propensities or controlling 
thoughts, and, above all, securing his con- 
fidence, I ask him to assume a comfortable 
reclining position on a lounge, and then, 
while continuing a_ soothing conversation, 
I manage in a way determined by the cir- 
cumstances of the case to concentrate his 
attention upon a suspended diamond or on 
a carnelian seal set in an old-fashioned gold 
pencil which I happened upon among my 
heirlooms. The Cambay stone is held in 
such a position within the natural focus of 
the eyes as to compel an exaggerated con- 
vergence of the axes of the balls, coupled 
with an upward gaze. Such unusual exer- 
cise of the ocular muscles soon tires them 
out; the retinal areas involved are rapidly 
fatigued by the deep redness and brilliancy 
of the carnelian; and simultaneously the 
patient is urged to think of nothing, to re- 
nounce the intention of renouncing mental 
effort, and to give himself up to me with 
perfect confidence in the purity of my mo- 
tives and in my ability to remove or modify 
his moral or mental disorder. Under these 
conditions the eyeballs soon become fixed, 
a vacant stare replaces the usual intelligent 
look, and the eyelids begin to close and re- 
open spasmodically. At this stage the sug- 
gestion given that refreshing sleep is 
about to ensue; and in a few minutes a pro- 
longed breath is taken, the lids close with a 
slow, regular movement, deep inspirations 
follow, and I know that I have been given 
yom of that soul for such a time as 


may prescribe to do with it what I will.”

The three things necessary to save China 
from revolution are, he says: 


The first, to maintain the reigning dynasty; the 
second, to conserve the holy religion; and the 


third, to protect the Chinese race, These are in- 
separably connected; in fact, they together con- 
stitute one; for in order to protect the Chinese 
race we must first conserve the religion, and if 
the religion is to be conserved we are bound to 
maintain the dynasty. But, it may be asked, 
how can we protect the race? We reply, by knowl- 
edge, and knowledge is religion, and religion is 
propagated by strength, and strength lies in the 
troops. Consequently in countries of no prestige 
and power the native religion is not followed, and 
in kingdoms that are not prosperous the native 
race is held in light esteem by their more fortu- 
nate neighbors. Mohammedanism is unreason- 
able, but Turkey is fierce and warlike, so. Mo- 
hammedanism survives. Buddhism. is ntur the 
truth, but India is stupid and foolish, Budd- 
hism perishes. Nestorianism waned bevause recr- 
sia grew weak, and the old Greek religion is dying 
out for the same reason. Roman Catholicism and 
Protestantism have been propagated over three- 
fifths of the globe by military power.

Examine the history of China for 2,000 years 
backeand then compare it with the Western history 
of fifty years! Does the government of these for- 
eign countries present such a record of generosity, 
benevolence, loyalty, and honesty as ours? 

Although China is not so wealthy and powerful 
as the West, her people of whatever condition, 
rich or poor, high or low, all enjoy a perfect free- 
dom and a happy life.

| “UPSETS OLD THEORIES AS TO COAL. 


| Geologists’ Investigations Show It Is of Sub-Aqueous Formation 
from Chips of Wood and Aquatic Vegetation, and Forest Idea Is 


+. 


LD theories as to how the ceal, 
which js now making so much 
trouble and concern for all in- 
terested in the Pennsylvania 
fields, was made is:a subject 
upset at the meeting of the 
British association.

Again, the persistent part- 
ings in coal beds are regarded as disproving 
the old theory for the reason that river sys- 
tems must be ascribed to the land surfaces 
and these must have influgnced vegetation. 


How Coal Was Made. 


According to the association’s findings 
the beginning of a coal seam began after 
the outspreading of sand and gravel, as in- 
fluenced by the water. Drifted plant remains 
followed, and then shale, as the currents 
became less strong. The water was left 
shallow, sometimes retreating, leaving the 
surface exposed to air. Aquatic yegetation 
sprang up, acting as an impediment to wat®r 
movement... Then dénly wind-blown sedi- 
ment was added, save as an occasional 
boulder rolled down from some overhang- 
ing height. Finally the formation of the 
seams would be brought to an end by a 
sudden invasion of moving water. 

Ordinary coal, examined under the micro- 
scope, shows evidences of tissue fragments, 
spores, bacteria, and the ground substance. 
of coal. These suggested even the existence 
of a paleozoic mountain flora, such as do not 
exist today and of which no certain records 
have been preserved. 

The idea that had been advanced, suggest- 
ing that the excess of carbonic acid gas in 
the coal period had forced luxuriant vegeta- _ 
tion, was not conceded as likely. The only 
thing that could have influenced an excess 
of carbonic acid gas over -the 3 parts to 
10,000 that now exist in atmosphere would 
have been a distinct difference fn the char- 
acter of sea water. It was agreed that any 
great organic change in this was not likely. ° 

On this point Dr. Horace Brown, F. R. S., 


had made some interesting e ments 
Kew Gardens, in London.

One kindred and 
yet, diverging theory was that the coal- 
forming substances in. the main were vege- 
table débris from plants owing in the 
shallow rims of lakes and pools. As this 
vegetation died the currents of the outlets 
of these pools gradually drew the light sub- 
stances out, and as they became water- 
soaked in the wider basins into which the 
streams emptied the débris sank gently to 
the bottom of the whole water area. 

In general, coal was regarded by the as- 
sociation as an unscientific term, meaning 
various things in various localities. So di- 
verse are these coals and the manner of 
their deposits that some members were not 
disposed to concede that the one carbon- 
iferous age of history was responsible for all 
of them. The accredited “ carboniferous 
age,” it was suggested, was the simple re-

periods in the life of the earth, nig 


was the chief topic in the . geological. 
section. While the scientists were not 
agreed as to all the details of the process 
they were unanimous upon general points | 
that are in conflict with the theories now 
given in encyclopedias. 

In general it was concluded that the sub- | 
stances going into the composition of coal 
were sub-aqueous deposits. Many coal seams 
shew such marked evidences of drifted mat- 
ter as to make this point certain. Much of 
the coal in these seams is unquestionably . 
made up of small water-worn chips of wood 
or bark. 

The early view of the formation of coal 
led to the theory that it represented forest 
tracts in the. spots where they grew. But 
as disputing this—while land surfaces were 
found in the seams—rain pittings, sun- 
cracks, and footprints were found, notin the 
coal, but im the intervening strata. The 
erect tree trunks uncovered were most often 
found in sandstone devoid of coal, only the 
fewest specimens being rooted in the under.
